A majority of the Granite City 
Council, acting on a surprise 
motion by the chairman of the 
council's Negotiating Com- 
mittee, approved Monday night 
an across-the-board salary 
increase of 12 per cent for all 
city employes for the current 
fiscal year. 

‘The motion also provided for 
an eight per cent increase in 
basic salaries again next year, 
with the 12-8 per cent formula to 
be contained in a two-year 
contract for employes who have 
union affiliations. 

The council action. which 
some aldermen maintain will 
bankrupt the city by early next 
year, brought a warning that 
taxes will increase sharply to 
meet the salary raises. Mayor 
Paul Schuler said. however. 
that other new budget items 
must be pared to prevent a 
beost in the tax rate. 

Action on the salary issue 
during the’ regular council 
meeting came as a surprise 
because most of the aldermen 
thought the proposal for a 12 per 
cent salary increase this year 
had been put aside in a clased 
caucus session that 
the council meeting. The 
Granite City Council rarely 
holds such closed meeting. 

During that caucus, all but 
two of the 11 aldermen at- 
tending the meeting opposed the 
128 per cent salary increase. 
primarily on grounds that it is 
too high and that such an in- 
crease also would boost ad- 
ditionally the salaries of em- 
ployes in the police. fire and 
street departments who receive 
longevity pay. Several alder 
men said that a 12 per cent 
salary increase actually would 
amount to about 19 or 0 per 
cent far those working under 
longevity schedules.

ditional costs under longevity 
schedules, he said. 

This year's 12 per cent salary 
increase was recommended 
during the caucus session 
Monday night by Alderman 
Warren Decatur, chairman of 
the Negotiating Committee, and 
Alderman Frank Greenwald, 2 
member of the committee. Both 
have conducted a series of 
meetings with city employes 
and representatives of unions 
with which most ofthe city 
workers are affiliated. 

Decatur and Greenwald 
supported the proposal of 12 per 
cent this year and eight per cent 
next year as the best concession 
they could get from the unions 
They said, however, that the 
union representatives indicated 
a 10-10 per cent proposal might 
be considered, but council 
members said they thought this 
also was too high, and that there 
appeared no need at this stage 
to begin renegotiating on that 
basis. 

After more than half an hour 
debate with no decision ap- 
parent, Coleman called for a 
show of hands by the aldermen 
favoring the 12 per cent and 
eight per cent salary -increase 
formula 

Only Decatur and Greenwald 
held up there hands. 

The other nine aldermen 
agreed further discussions 
would be necessary. 

When the council members 
left the caucus room and 
returned to the council 
chambers, they found the 
audience area crowded with 
city workers, most of them 
apparently from the fire, police 
and street departments which 
are the city’s largest operating 
units, and all represented by 
unions 

Most of the aldermen ap- 
parently were under the im- 
pression that the issue was 
settled, at least for the time 
being, but during the course of 
the regular meeting, Decatur 
presented a motion that the 12:8 
per cent salary raise be ap- 
proved. The action obviously 
caught the other aldermen off 
guard. : 

Greenwald told the aldermen 
that he and Decatur, as 
negotiating representatives of 
the council, had been urged by 
the union representatives to put 
the matter on the council floor 
for a vote, regardless of what 
had occurred in the closed 
caucus session. 

Only four of the nine alder- 
men who had oppased the 
recommended increase during 
the caucus stuck to their guns to 
oppose it on the floor of the open’ 
meeting. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer, one 
of the four, told the aldermen 
that “for the two-year period 
we're talking about a half- 
million dollars. If we pay out 
$263,000 for salary raises, that 
will take care of the basic 
salaries only. These raises will 
amount to as much as 19 per 
cent for some of those people 
getting longevity pay.” 

Whitmer noted that the city 
“has been paying salaries 
during the past séveral- months 
with federal revenue sharing 
funds. We don’t know where we 
will stand on this kind of money 
over the next year.” 

He said the payment of the 
additional eight per cent in 
salary increases next year “will 
bring the total salary increase 
right at a half million dollars by 
this time next year.” 

Granite City’s payroll now 
amounts to $2.2 million a year. 

Alderman William Dallas 
who also continued in his op- 
position to the increase during 
the open meeting said: 

“One of them (workers) 
called me about this and I said

In a statement ot 
shareholders, Paul B. Akin, 
president, said shipments for 
the second quarter were 
significantly reduced from the 
same quarter of 1974. 

He noted that shipments for 


April were approximately 80 
per cent of normal — normal 
being just over 52,000 tons a 
month. 

Shipments for May and June 
were approximately 70 per cent 
of normal. Akin anticipates that

‘The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has announced an 
increase in its rates of payment 
to state education agencies to 
assist schools taking part in the 
national school hunch, school 
breakfast and special milk 
programs. Also increased was 
the national minimum average 
value of commodities for the 
national school lunch program. 

Robert E. Ohizen, director, 
School Food Service Section, 
Minois Office of Education, 
noted that the law requires that 
the payment rates be adjusted 
twice each year, in line with 
changes in the food-away-from- 
home series of the U.S 
Department of Labor's Con- 
sumer Price Index. 

The new adjustment reflects 
the 3.97 per cent increase for the 
period af December 1974 to May 
1975. 

In the national school lunch 
program, the national average 
payment to states, to be used by 

«them to help local school 
authorities defray food costs of 
each hunch served, is increased 
one-half cent, from 11.75 cents 
to 12.35 cents, 

Within that average, states 
are authorized to vary the rate 
of reimbursement to individual 
schools, subject to certain 
conditions, up to a maximum of 
18.25 cents a lunch, Previously, 
the ceiling was 17.75 cents. 

The additional guaranteed 
average payment to states to 
assist local schools in ser- 
vice of lunches to needy 
children will be boosted 2.0 
cents — to 44.5 cents for each 
reduced-price lunch and to 54.5 
cents for each free lunch. 

Maximum reimbursement 
which states can pay to in- 
dividual schools for free lunches 
is increased 2.5 cents. It can 
range as high as 71.75 cents for 
a reduced-price lunch and 81.75 
cents for a free tunch 

The maximum rates are 
arrived at by combining 
“general cash assistance,” paid 
for all lunches served, and 
“special cash assistance.” paid 
for free or reduced-price lun- 
ches served to needy children 

The national average 
payment to states for each 
breakfast served to eligible 
children is raised a half-cent. 
from 9.25 cents to 9.75 cents. 
The additional verage 

- payment to states for each 
reduced-price breakfast, which 
bas been 17.50 cents, is now 
18.25 cents. The additional 
average payment to states for a 
free breakfast, which has been 
93.25 cents, rises to 4.25 cents. 

For cases of severe need. 
maximum rates of reim- 
bursement remain at 40 cents 
for reduced-price breakfast and 
45 cents for free breakfasts.

Pickle processing tips 


By CATHERINE R, MAUCK 
Madison County Extension 
Adviser-Home Economics 
This summer, you may be 

thinking about some of the 
different kind of pickles you 
can make your cucumbers. 
Here dre several pointers to 
help insure good quality pickles. 

A heat treatment during 
processing is recommended for 
most pickle products. This is to 
destroy organisms that may 
cause spoilage and to inactivate 
enzymes that may affect flavor, 
color, and texture. 

A boiling water bath is the 
recommended method of heat 
processing. Usually, you begin 
counting time when the water 
returns to a doil after the filed 
jars have been placed in the 
water, However, for fermented 
cucumber pickles and fresh 
packed ills, start to count the 
processing time as soon as the 
fied jars are placed in the 
boiling water, This will prevent 
a cooked Maver and less of 
crispness. 

Avoid using — chipped 
enameled ware, copper, brass, 
galvanized, or iron utensils 
when making pickles, These 
materials may cause un 
desirable chemical reactions 
with the pickles. 

Atam and lime are not needed 
to make pickles crisp and firm 
if good quality ingredients and

Corruption and reform 
in early Illinois politics 


Political chicanery has a 
long history in Winois. Ele. 
tion buying, vote fraud, and 
obstruction of justice occurred 
all too frequently, and only in 
rare instances did public reac- 
tion lead to real change. Two 
important reforms, however 
one local, one national — fol- 
lowed particularly blatant cases 
of “politics as usual.” 

In 1884 the election of Re- 

btican Harry Leman to the 

inois Senate mysteriously be- 
came a, victory for Democrat 
Rudolph Brand after “investi- 
gation™ by the Cook County 
Board of Canvassers. When the 
State Election Canvassing 
Board proved unable to certify 
either man, Republican Gov. 
John Hamilton declared Leman 
elected. Subsequent investiga- 
tions produced evidence that 
dallots printed after the elec 
tion gave Brand the supposed 
victory, and there was fraud at 
every step in the electoral proc 
ess. Democrat boss Joseph 
Mackin and three associates 
were convicted, although the 
verdict was overtumed on a 
technicality. 

Balloting in 19thcentury 
elections was a very individual 
thing. Each party printed its 
own tickets, which were then

In) 1909 Republican 
boss William Lorimer, an eight- 
term Congressman, won elec 
tion to the United States Sen- 
ate, following 18 weeks of vot- 
ing and dealing dy the state 
egeaterss which then elected 
US Senators. Eleven months 
later a downstate Democrat 
confessed that he and others 
had accepted a $1000 bribe to 
vote for Lorimer. Lee O'Neil 
Browne of Ottawa, a well: 
known House leader, was ac 


quitted of paying the bribes, 
but “Lorimerism™ had become 
a national issue 

Without concrete evidence, 
the United States Senate voted 
47 to 40 to allow Lorimer to 
retain his seat. A state Senate 
conumittee continued its inves- 
tigation, however, concluding 
that Lorimer was illegally elec- 
wd. After a second committee 
investigation from Washington 
and an additional vote by the 
full membership of the United 
States Senate on July 3. 
1911, that body decided by a 
yote of SS to 28 that Lorimer 
was not entitled to his seat as 
the result of a fraudulent elec- 
tion. 

One year later, the state 
Senate finally agreed to a con- 
stitational amendment provid 
ing for the direct election of 
US Senators by the people. 
Purther, in 1912, Htinois voters:

vised primary law, meant to 
reduce disorder and corruption 
in the filing of petitions and to 
encourage greater participation 
in elections, as well as a legis- 
lative commission to study the 
short bdallot.

Don Shanor, who is now an 
associate professor at the 
Columbia School of Journal- 
ism, was for many years one 
of this country’s most able 
foreign correspondents.

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Government operation or subsidy of local ambulances? 


It is appropriate that Madison County 
and municipal officials are studying ad- 
vantages, disadvantages and other aspects 
of providing ambulance service in the 
Quad-Cities. 

Five existing funeral homes hope to 
discontinue their ambulance operations by 
Oct. 1 or shortly thereafter, and a new 
mortuary that is preparing to open has one 
ambulance and proposes to add a second 
in the future. 

Estimates indicate that six ambulances 
may be needed to serve the local com- 
munity, taking into account the possibility 
of simultaneous emergencies as well ss 
muhiple-injury disasters. 

The public has enjoyed economics! 
ambulance service a generally high 
level of efficiency. Citizens undoubtedly 
woukd rather continue on the present 
basis, rather than incurring added taxes or 
other factors associated with placing the 
ambulance burden on governmental 


shoulders. : . 
But the five decentralized services have 


become more and more costly to comtinus, 
what with the around-the-clock nature of 
the business and the steady upgrading of 
manning, vehicle and equipment 
requirements. The current ambulance 
Operators have pledged not to leave the 
Quad-Cities ,without an acceptable alter 


native, but they nevertheless do feel the 
necessity of bringing their ambulance 
activities to a halt soon. 

When. funeral home representatives 
and public Officials met im June, they 
discussed the possibility of joint or in- 
dividual county. city or hospital in- 
volvement in managing a new Quad-city 
ambulance enterprise, perhaps utilizing 
firefighters. Precisely how this would be 
done has not been resolved; one method 
might involve two or three base locations 
and a single telephone ‘number. 

The concept of improved patient care 
is praiseworthy; it is important that victims 
received prompt and correct assistance at 
the scene and enroute, as well as after 
reaching a hospital or medical office. 
Nevertheless, it would be unfortunate if 
the program is “enhanced™ to the point 
that the community no longer can provide 
it or afford it. 

A possible compromise solution might 
involve continuation of two or three 
privatelydwned ambulance services, and 
the establishment of a partial government 
subsidy to assure that their revenue ¢x- 
ceeds their expenses. While this might 
seem awkward and would require com- 
plicated procedural agreements, it might 
prove to be cheaper and better than a 100 
per tent governmental ambulance service. 


Worthwhile audit goals on control of state property. 


Press-Record Snrineficld Bureau—An 
audit report, critical of the Hlinois Depart- 
ment. of General Seavices, has provided 
useful ideas for improvement which may 
be difficult to implement considering the 
state's current financial situation. 

Written by Auditor General Robert G 
Cronson, the report is/based on an audit 
conducted by a private firm under state 
contract. 

Principal criticism was of the property 
control section, which Cronson said was 
a “state of confusion” and “has resulted in 
the loss of control over a vast quantity of 
state property.” . 

The interesting aspect of the matter is 
that Roland Burris, director of the depart- 
ment, agrees generally with the critique. 

He admits to the weaknesses, most of 
which he says were there when he took 
over two years ago. He said many “correc- 
tions have been made already.” 

But Burris claims the difficulty arises in 
his need for more funds and personnel 
which the General Assembly will not give 
him. 

One of the specific criticisms in the 
audit is that General Services has not com- 
pleted annual inventories and has made 
“no attempt ‘to reconcile actual physical

Address to AFL-CIO cites tragic 
U.S. concessions to Communists 


St Louis Globe-Democrat—Is 


voice of Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn 
is a @isturbing background 
sound in the midst of cheers 
ever the Apollo-Soyur 
achievement? 

The echoes of Solzhenitsyn's 
Startling speech to the AFL-CIO 
on-June 38 are still causing 
Shock waves in. Washington 

Tt is required reading for all 
who cherish freedom and 
despise tyranny. More than 
that, it is an essential history 
lesson from one who speaks 
with the wisdom of experience. 

Elequently, passionately, 
Solzhenitsyn’ pleads with 
Americans not to be deceived 
about Communist intentions. 

‘There has been no change in 
Soviet aims since the day that 
Lenin boasted: “‘Comrades, 
don’t panic. When things go 
very hard for us, we will give a 
rope to the bourgeoisie, and the 
bourgeoisie will hang itself.” 

Solzhenitsyn recalls that Kar! 
Radek, a resourceful wit, 
asked: “‘Viadimir Ilyich. but 
where aré we going to get 
enough rope to hang the whole 
bourgeoisie?” And Lenin 
replied, “They’ll supply us with 
it” 


<So it has been. 

Solzhenitzyn reminded his 
listeners that Nikita Khrush- 
chev wasn’t joking when he said 
“We will bury you.” 


Now, he says, the Russians 
have become more clever. They 
don’t say “We are going to bury 
you” any more. Now they say 
“detente.” 

The great Russian writer 
recoils with horror when be 
recounts the atrocities cont 
mitted by the Soviet Com- 
munists. 

Scathingly he calls them 
the inventors of concentration 
camps. 

The Red didn't bother to use 
gas chambers to dispose of their 
victims. They loaded them onto 
barges to be sunk and disap- 
pear, or they starved millions to 
death in artificially created 
famines. 

He is astonished that the 
United "States, under prodding 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
extended diplomatic 
recognition to Soviet Russia in 
1833. That was the very time. 
Solzhenitsyn says, that six 
million persons were forced to 
die in the Ukraine. 

AX the peak of terror in I837- 
38 Stalin had 40.000 of his 
countrymen shot to death every 
month. This was the man 
embraced by Roosevelt at 
Yalta. and Solzhenitsyn wor 
ders why 

“World democracy could 
have defeated one totalitarian 
regime after another. the 
German, 
Solthenitsyn observes. 


then the Soviet.” . 


Instead it strengthened 
Soviet totalitarianism. helped 
bring into existence a third 
totalitarianism. that of China, 
and all this finally precipitated 
the present world situation.” 

Here are just a few salient 
paragraphs from Solzhenits) 
memorable address wh 
bears underscoring 

“My friends, I'm not going to 
tell you sweet words. The 
situation in the world is not just 
dangerous. it isn't just 
threatening. it is catastrophic. 


“Something that is in- 
comprehensible to the ordinary 
human mind has taken place. 

“We over there, the 
powerless, average Soviet 
people, couldn't understand, 
year after year and decade 
after decade, what was hap- 
pening. 

How were we to explain 
this? England, France, the 
Unitéd States, were victorious 
in the Second World War. 

“Victorious states always 
dictate peace: they receive firm 
conditions: they create the sort 
of situation which accords with 
their philosophy, their concept 
of liberty, their concept of 
national interest. 

“Instead of this, beginning in 
Yalta, your statesmen of the 
West, i 
reason, have 
capitulation after another. 


“Never has the West or your 
President ‘Roosevelt imposed 
any conditions on the Soviet 
Union for obtaining aid. He 
gave unlimited aid, and then 
unlimited concessions. 


“Already in Yalta, without 
any necessity, the occupation of 
Mongolia, Moldavia, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania was silently 
recognized. 

“Immediately after that, 
almost nothing was done t 
protect Easterm Europe, and 
seven or eight more countries 
were surrendered. 

“Stalin demanded that the 
Soviet citizens who did not want 
to reture home be handed over 
to him, and the Western 
countries handed over 1.5 
million human beings. How was 
this done? They took them by 
force. 

“English soldiers killed 
Russians who did not want to 
become prisoners of Stalin, and 
drove them by farce to Stalin to 
be exterminated. 

“This has recently come to 
light—just a few years 
million and a half human 
beings! How could the Western 
democracies have done this? 

“And, after that, for another

Time for late summer plantings 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

Some vegetables such as 
cucumbers and beans can be 
planted periodically through the 
Summer months for continued 
production into fall. Late 
summer plantings of cool 
season crops should be planned 
now 

Bush beans are one of the best 
for producing a continuous 
supply by a succession of 
plantings. Seedings made at 
about two-week intervals until 
early or mid-August have a 
good chance of producing a crop 
before the first frost, or about 
mi-Octoder. 

‘A succession of fairly small 
plantings is good for the family 
wanting a continuous supply but 
mot a large crop for freezing or 
canning. A planting of 


bers now will mature in 
September, 
also is the time to st 


brussels spro or Chinese 
cabbage for a fall crop. Start 
them indoors or in a protected 
place for extra attention, When 
they are large enough, trans- 
plant them to the garden in late 
July 

These crops also may be 
seeded directly in place and 
later thinned, It is tempting to 
plant too closely together when 
irect seeding. Be sure to space 
adequately. Plants too clase 
produce poorly 

Late July will be the time to 
start seeding cool season plants 
such as lettuce, beets, Kale, 
mustard, radish, spinach and 
turnips for a fall crop.

When planting vegetable 
seeds in hot, dry weather, the 
soil surface should be Rept 
moist, but not soggy, for a week 
after seeding. This is the 
critical time in the development 
of most vegetable seedlings. If 
seeds or seedlings are allowed 
to dry before good root growth 
has developed, they may die. 

When the garden is located 
where watering is difficult to 
impossible, the soil can be kept 
moist and crust-ree by placing 
cloth, paper, or boards over the 
row, Remove these materials, 
however, as soon as seedlings 
appear, 

‘Small plants may be quickly 
consumed by insects or disease. 
Watch for invasion by insect 
and disease pests and take 
control measures promptly. 

If everything grows normally 
and the proper care is given 
these plantings should extend 
the life up to and possitte 
beyond the first freeze of fall, 

The corn smut fungus causes 
the large gray-dlack galls or 
growths on sweet corn ears and 
stalks. It's not poisonous—only 
unsightly, and it ruins the ear. 

No control methods are 
suggested except to plant 
varieties that have some 
resistance to the disease. Early 
varieties and some of the white 
varieties are most susceptible, 
sO plant regular mid-season 
varieties for best results. 
Keeping the planting free of 
weeds Will help the plants dry 
quicker and thus help prevent 
infection.
